Rush, husband of Syvilla Younkin, of the 168th 
Pennsylvania Infantry, and his brother in law, Alexander 
Sanner, husband of Nancy Younkin, of the 62nd 


Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry. Both old soldiers rest in

salute to these cousin soldiers and all veterans buried in 
this small hilltop cemetery.

Little is known about John's specific activity during 
the war. He retained the rank of private throughout 
his entire term of military service. His regiment, the 
168th Pennsylvania, was formed in late 1862 for a 
term of nine months. In his book History of 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, 1861-5, Volume 4, Samuel 
P. Bates wrote this summary: 

From New Berne several expeditions were 
made, none of which resulted in battle, and at 
the end of the siege of Little Washington, the 
regiment was stationed there until June 28. 
Proceeding to Fortress Monroe, it joined at 
White House in the movement toward 
Richmond and in response to the desire of the 
troops to cooperate in the defense of their 
native state was ordered to Harper's Ferry. 
However, the 168th was not destined to share 
in the bloody battle at Gettysburg and joined 
the army at Boonesboro. After a short period 
at Middleton, Md., the command was mustered 
out at Harrisburg, July 25, 1863. 


About John K. Rush (1810-1889): He is the great- 
great-grandfather of famed actress and singer Shirley 
Jones. Ms. Jones and her husband Marty Ingels are 
aware of the event and have been invited to attend. 



John and Syvilla Younkin were wed in about 1840, 
with an age difference of 11 years. They had 11

About Alexander Sanner (1822-1905): On May 12, 
1864, he took part in the Battle of Spotsylvania, VA, 
otherwise known as The Wilderness, a matchup 
between Grant and Lee. While neither side secured a 
clear victory, it was a slaughter of great magnitude, 
with a combined nearly 29,000 combined casualties. 
At that battle, Alexander's right arm was struck by a 
gunshot, with an enemy minie ball which entered his 
hand and exited 
above the elbow. He 
was rushed to 
Judiciary Square 
Hospital in 
Washington, where 
the limb was 
amputated about 2.5 
inches above the 
elbow. Within a few 
days, he was sent to 
McDougal U.S. 
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Hospital in New York, and then in June to 
Philadelphia to the U.S. Hospital at 24th and South 
Streets. The army eventually transferred him into the 
155th Pennsylvania Infantry. On Oct. 4, 1864, 
considered a "straggler," he was relocated to a nearby 
hospital at Broad and Cherry Streets, where he 
convalesced for the duration of the war. 

He and Nancy had a dozen known children, bom 
over a 23-year time-span between 1849 and 1876 - 
John "Franklin" Sanner, Matilda Catherine "Kate"

He attended Penn State University and the 
University of Massachusetts, and served in the 
Army during the Vietnam era, when he was 
stationed in Germany.
